Wagner having advanced to a third parallel 
some 500 yards from tho fort on tho Oth of 
August, whon tho firo from the besieged, ' 
from Gregg, Sumtar and tho Jamos Island 
batteries, and especially from the sharp- 
shooters in Wagnor, became so accurate and 
unceasing as to causo a complete stopping of 
the advance, tho broaching batteries oponud 
upon Fort Sumtor, tho navy also co-oper- 
ating, and kopt up for sovon days continu- 
ous llring. 
At tho end of uhid wo&k oC tiring 


Fort Suintfr was reduced to a moro crum- 
bling ruin, and, in Gon. Gilmoru's opinion, 
it u evident that at that timo tho fleet might 
havo entered tho Larbor, and Charleston 
would havo probably tallen. Only one gun 
was left in position in Sumtor, and that 
pointed up tho harbor, and tho fort could no 
longer annoy tho besiegors of Wagner or in- 
jure tho ironclads. 


Meanwhile, on tho ISth of August, after 


ten days of enforced inactivity, during 
which the tides had in many cases sub- 
merged the trenches and washed r.way tho

The spectacle during this two dayV mor- 


tar bombardment was exciting in thu ox- 
tromo. I remember going forward to tho 
Coeborn battery during this timo and watch- 
ing the flro on tho fort. It seemed like toss- 
ing heavy balls into a groat sandhill which 
tho explosions succeeding the dropping of 
onch ball converted into a hell's mouth. Tho 
air wus thick and murky with smoko, tlio 
gunners woro grimed and dripping with ex- 
cit*rnont and work, nnd the shells, as they 
loft the mortars, described tbo moi-t bonnti- 
ful curves. Beyond tho Dag on the rebel 
stronghold, no sign o! life appeared in Wag- 
ner.

Gregg they left us a substantial work, which 
wo at once utilized by arming with heavy 
batteries, with which wo bombarded Snmtor 
from Oct. 20 till Nov. 10 and demolished the 
southeasterly face of that fort as wo had al- 
ready destroyed the gorge wall. 


Our military engineers loarnod much from 


thoir experience against 
Fort Wagner. 


And first, as I think, they became impressed 
with the superiority o( earthworlt-s over 
brick and stone structures for military do- 
fenses, and of sand over earth. Strungo oi 
at first it may appear—and from tho com- 
rnonts nmdo it evidently surprisod the edu- 
cated engineer as much as tho civilian—tho 
drv, loose sand of our Atlantic seashores 
niters tho greatest resistance to tho firo of 
heavy broaching ordnance—that is, so far ns 
known—if wo except Iron or stool armor of 
requisito thickness. The groat bomb-proof 
ofWagnar was on tho night of evacuation 
as sal's as when tho broaching guns lirst 
opened on if, and a few hours1 work would 
havo put it in perfect repair.

Among tho things which were, but are 
ot, is an organization which found a 
rief existence the latter part of last 
ear, under the business-like caption at 
lie head of thia column. 
"What became of tha business men's 
lub ?" ia a question that has received au 
cho answer many ticies since the or- 
ganization collapsed. 


"Why can't wo have a business men's 
lub?" is another question that should 
eceive the thoughtful consideration of 
very business man, regardless of pol- 
ties or any other consideration except 
he best interests of tho city. 


The object of a business men's clu^ 


practically organized, is not, as some 
peop;o suppose, simply to furnish a 
pleasant Quito of rooms equipped with 
card and billiard tables, a reading room, 
and ntlier attractions for the social en_ 
oymentof its members. These luxuries 
muy be, and are, froqontly added, but 
business aud business principles, must 
enter largely into the formation of an 
organization ot thia character to insure 
permanent results. 


A club of any description.is a poor sub- 


stitute tor a home, and wbila a business 
nions1 club muy contain an element who 
turn to its social attractions from less 
congenial surroundings, this clana do not 
represent the largo majority of successful 
business men. Every homo worthy ot 
the name is tho ono place considered 
sacred, and to which every man who ia 
tbe happy possessor, turns with a feeling 
of satisfaction. Xheolab room for an 
hour or occasionally aa evening in the 
interest of business. 
The home for a 


constant resort. 


A business men's club should bo con- 


fined strictly- to business mon with a 
membership foe ot not less thau twonty- 
Dvo dollars. 
It should include every 


enterprising business man in the city. 
Its main object should bo to encourage 
every interest that in any way adds to 
tbe growth and development ot onr re. 
sources, and to cultivate friendly rela- 
tious among its members. But some one 
objects that tho membership fee is too 
hiah, nod the qualification for members 
too exclusive. To the first objection we 
would suggest that cost and value 
should always ba commensurate. 
Tho 


value of a thoroughly organized busi- 
ness men's club is worthy of a member- 
ship fee sufficiently large to mean that it 
represents value and the money can bo 
judiciously spent in channels that will 
insure reliable returns. 


As to the second objection, "too ex- 


clusive,'' if an organization means any- 
thing, it means tho accomplishment of 
some object for which it wan created. 
It 


the object be science, mechanism or 
labor, it interests dir ectly the men who 
represent these various industries. The 
same rule applies to a business men's 
organization. The men whosej capital 
and resources supply tho wants ot com- 
mercial 
and proTeeijioDDl channels are 


the men who aro tho most acfivoiy in- 
terested 
iu 
the 
prosperity 
and 


developcment of a city. 
A business 


men's club is organized for business 
purposes and is of peculiar interest to 
business mon, 
Janesvillo would derivo the same benefit 
from this kind of an organization that 
many other cities in tho state have done. 
We criticise our common council and 
frequently censure them for a lack of 
enterprise. "Why didn't tbe council go 
to Stoughton after the recent fire and 
invite the burned out warehouse mon to 
visit our city and entertain them iu a 
manner that would bo creditable and of 
service iu 
influencing them to locate 


among us ?" Simply because tbe common 
council had no authority for any such 
action and could not be expected to do 
this kind of work.

It fairly 
r?.int>i.l tobacco on that occasion, and, 
while it wag not all that was needed, it 
broke tho dry spell and gave tbe tobaccc 
plants a now lease of lite, 
A generally 


soaking ram, however, is still needed. 
The dry winds quickly extract the moist- 
ure from the ground leaviup it dry as be- 
fcre. The crop needs cot only more 
rain, but warm night*, to bring it along 
rapidly. A drive through tho tobacco 
districts shows but few really good Holds. 
Perhaps half a dozen rcay bo seen in a 
half day's drive that may bo called fine, 
while most of tbe rest are very, backward, 
some with the plants so small that they 
can iitill be covered by an outspread 
hand.—Lmicnslcr jfeic Em..
